France Warns 
Of Big Atomic

PARIS (A P) — France today 
warned commercial planes to 
stay far away from the Mu- 
ruroa Atoll starting Wednesday, 
indicating that the first blast in 
its hotly disputed South Pacific 
atomic tests probably will come 
late this week. 
An advisory issued to civil 
airlines in London and Paris 
told pilots that a zone 200 miles 
around Mururoa as well as 500 
miles to the east was forbidden 
to air navigation. 
In the past,

explosion. 
This meant the first test could

Thursday midnight. 
The tiny atoll test site lies 900 
miles southeast of Tahiti.

Tennis Administrators To Decide 
About Giving Stars Voice In Circuit

WIMBLEDON, England (AP) 
— Tennis administrators will 
decide this week whether to 
give the stars a voice in run­ 
ning the circuit or risk a con­ 
tinuation of the split which hit 
Wimbledon. 
The International Lawn Ten­ 
nis' Federation, at its annual 
meeting at Warsaw Thursday, 
will consider plans for a new 
governing council to run inter­ 
national professional tennis. 
If the players get their way 
and win an equal voice with the 
ILTF in running the circuit, the 
game will go on as at present. 
Nobody was prepared to pre­ 
dict what would happen if they 
fail. 
Tennis 
was 
shocked 
when 
more than 70 stars of the Asso­ 
ciation of Tennis Professionals 
decided to boycott Wimbledon 
in sympathy for Nikki Pilic of 
Yugoslavia. His suspension by 
his national federation for re­ 
fusing to compete in Davis Cup, 
was upheld by the ILTF. 
ATP claimed that no player 
should be ordered to play for 
his 
country. 
And 
from 
that 
point, the argument developed 
into a struggle for control of 
the world game. 
Despite the absence of the 
ATP stars, Wimbledon was a 
tremendous success. A total of 
300,172 fans 
watched 
the 
12 
days of play—the second high­ 
est attendance in tournament 
history. 
But the ILTF knew that Wim­ 
bledon was a special case. It is 
one 
of 
Britain’s 
big 
social 
events. But the fans might not 


go to other .tournaments If the 
big stars are not playing. 
Jack Kramer, ATP executive 
director, said Sunday that Wim­ 
bledon had been an outstanding 
success without the ATP stars. 
“ But what would happen if 
they refused to play in the oth­ 
er

ILTF 
tournaments?’* 
asked Donald Dell, ATP’s legal 
adviser.

It created a teachers 
pension fund of state wide application 
and provided for the registration of paid 
lobbyists. It also passed a law requiring 
a person who fails to support his family 
to work on public roads with his wages 
going to the family. It exempted blood­ 
hounds from taxation. It required hotels, 
and lodging houses to have 99 inch bed- 
sheets. It created a state commission to 
teach trades to adult blind. 
These are only a few of the measures 
passed. A workman’s compensation law 
was passed but the legislature steered 
clear of the woman suffrage issue, state­ 
wide prohibition, and the limitation of 
the hours of labor for women.

“That the God of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Father of glory, may give 
unto you the spirit of wisdom and 
revelation in the knowledge of Him.”

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Time 
has not dulled the memory of 
that furrowed brow and those 
sculptured tones. 
Edward R. Murrow, foremost 
reporter in television's 
early 
days, is brought back to life in 
a replay of his historic con­ 
frontation on “ See 
It Now” 
with Sen. Joseph McCarthy, the 
Communist-hunting Republican 
from Wisconsin.

M c C a r t h y , 
a l t h o u g h 
McCarthyism lingered on. 
Three “See It Now” broad­ 
casts from early 1954 were con­ 
densed into one hour Sunday as 
CBS inaugurated a new 12-week 
summer 
series 
called 
“CBS 
New® Retrospective.” 
In light of our present rela­ 
tionship with the Soviet Union 
and 
Communist 
China, 
the 
witchhunt hysteria of that era 
seems almost like ancient his­ 
tory. That McCarthy inspired 
such fear—-and with so little 
evidence 
of 
guilt, 
as 
docu­ 
mented by Murrow—is a won­ 
der. 
Murrow’s tactic was to let 
McCarthy expose himself with 
his own words. He ftrung to­ 
gether 
films 
of 
McCarthy 
speeches 
and 
hearings, 
then 
filled in the missing facts. 
The 
Murrow 
broadcast 
of 
March 9, 1954, was one of the 
first to demonstrate the power 
of 
television 
to 
influence 
events. 
Viewer response 
ran 
substantially against McCarthy. 
Subsequent broadcasts included 
McCarthy’s reply and Murrow’s 
reply to McCarthy’s attempt to 
brand him a Communist sym­ 
pathizer. 
By 
the 
end 
of 
the 
year, 
McCarthy had been censured 
by the Senate, and his power 
waned. He died in 1957. Murrow 
died in 1965. 
Next Sunday night, CBS will 
show two more “See It Now” 
broadcasts, these from 1953. All 
of the early shows are in black 
and white. 
Other documentaries in the 
retrospective include “ The Si­ 
lent Spring of Rachel Carson,” 
“ Black History: Lost, Stolen or 
Strayed,” 
“ Don’t 
Count 
the 
Candles” and another historic 
Murrow 
show, 
“Harvest 
of 
Shame.” 
That 
documentary 
on 
mi­ 
grant workers came back to 
haunt Murrow when he served 
as President Kennedy’s head of 
the United States Information 
Agency and CBS sold it for 
showing on BBC. 
This retrospective of a time 
when television documentaries 
packed more wallop than they 
do today is in a sense a legacy 
of the strike by the Writers 
Guild of America. Unable to 
schedule new shows for the 
summer, CBS hauled out the 
old documentaries. They were 
last shown two years ago at 
Lincoln Center in New York by 
the center’s Film Society.

The board voted 4-3 in a se­ 
cret session last month to deliv­ 
er to Dillin a plan which will 
put the racial percentage at ev­ 
ery school close to the city-wide 
ratio of 59 per cent white and 
41 per cent Negro. 
The board’s action June 27 
came two days after the U.S. 
Supreme 'Court refused to hear 
an appeal of Dillin’s 1971 ruling 
that

Indianapolis 
school 
system has been guilty of ille­ 
gal segregation. 
Dillin and other parties in the 
suit will have the opportunity to 
change or reject the plan.

this fall will depend in part on 
the outcome of the just-com­ 
pleted trial — to determine 
whether suburban school sys­ 
tems should be included in the 
desegregation plan for the city.

Practice Caution When Remodeling 


AP Newsfeatures Writer 
Making a choice betwen re­ 
modeling a bouse and buying a 
larger one is a prime-time deci­ 
sion, advises one man who says 
an addition he built five years 
ago has priced Mm out of the 
real estate market in his area. 
TMs is the time of year, he 
cautions, when enthusiasms are 
likely to run high and one may 
be carried away by .agreeing to 
house pluses. You may start 
out needing an extra bedroom 
and bath and end up tacking to 
the plan a built-in swimming 
pool, work shop, sauna, sewing 
room, dog kennel. He was pro­ 
moted into a photography-pro- 
jection room by his son, now at 
college, and he must wait until 
a 
“photography nut” wants 
that kind of house, he says. 
He is In. the same 'position as 
a friend who had built dog ke- 
neis. The friend had to wait two 
years until he found dog people 
who were willing to pay the 
price for a house with an $8,000 
kennel addition. 
In agreeing to the projection 
room he is afraid he permitted 
himself to be influenced by the 
thought of making his house 
look more important than the 
look a I ikes in his development 
row. But people attracted to his 
neighborhood simply cannot af­ 
ford to pay $15,000 more for his 
house. The extra bedroom and 
hath would have been saleable, 
but how many people need a 
fully 
equipped 
photography 
room? 
The 
remodeling 
vs. 
new 
house decision must be made 
carefully, 
agreed 
two other 
people who have had similar 
experiences. An extra bedroom 
and bath is the limit in many 
neighborhoods. But before one 
decides to remodel rather than 
to move, family considerations 
may help influence the decision 
even though the happiness of 
the family must be considered 
in relation to the environment 
— friends, school, church, dub 
groups. It may even bo an out. 
One man welcomed the oppor­ 
tunity to move his family out of 
a drug-oriented area. 
If one is in a good area and 


wants to stay, the next step Is 
to consider how much money 
can safely be put into an addi­ 
tion. A fair-size extension to a 
house may not be as costly as 
one might think if one equates 
it with current housing prices, 
but even a fair-sized addition 
may be too much of a plus for 
some neighborhoods. 
One man offers these sugges­ 
tions 
in 
determining 
which 
course would be more worth­ 
while: 
Decide how much space is 
needed, consult an architect, 
show his drawing to a builder 
for an estimate, consult the lo­ 
cal bank to see how much the 
home improvement loan would 
cost. Figure the painting and 
decorating along with all the 
other costs to get a useful 
round figure as to how much 
would be in your house at the 
end. 
Banks can advise whether 
you are making a good in­ 
vestment in your area by add­ 
ing a particular addition to a 
house (or buying or building 
one.) 
Rel 
estate 
appraisers 
can give you the fair market 
price of the house now and 
then. 
Next look at some houses be­ 
fore you make the ultimate de­ 
cision to remoel or move. The 
larger house in its better neigh­ 
borhood should be a good in­ 
vestment. It xnay be an emo­ 
tional wTench and a chore for 
the family to move. But once 
accomplished, things soon get 
back to normal, especially if 
you have made a step up the 
ladder to a better house and 
neighborhood. The new bigger 
house should make everyone 
happy after the initial trauma 
has passed. 
If one is living in a neighbor­ 
hood with homes in a wide 
range of prices, one can look at 
the remodeling project in a dif­ 
ferent light. Just about any­ 
thing you do in the way of im­ 
provements will increase the 
value of your propcrt yand be 
saleable. But you must make 
sure the addition has wide ap­ 
peal. Just about anything in the 
sleeping, recreation or hobby 
areas is a good choice.
